WHAT ARE WE DOING FOR CHRISTIAN UNITY? 


Amore the one hundred sermons on the subject of Christian Union, which were 
_ preached in various Churches and Chapels of the Metropolis on June 28, in connexiou 

with the celebration of the Jubilee of the Evangelical Alliance, was one by the 
Ven. William Sinclair, p.p., Archdeacon of London, on St. John x. 16, “ There shall 
be one flock and one shepherd,” from which we give two or three passages :— 


In the view of our Lord, the strongest argument which could be addressed to 
mankind in evidence of His mission and revelation would be, to all time and in every 
generation, the unity of His disciples and adherents amongst themselves. Not of less 
moment would it-Up then, thelr To us, who are so 
- geoustomed to the divisions amongst Christians, from the age of St. John to the era 
of the 240 Protestant sects of England, that such disunion seems almost an inseparable 
ingredient in the earthly embodiment of our faith, these words have but a dim and 
distant sound. It is true that great men, and patient students of the meaning and 
ing of the Lord's teaching, will always be alive to the importance of the very 
least of His suggestions and commandments. But the ordinary Christian, so long as 
he is fairly true to the model of faith and practice with which he is familiar, and to 
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whole Catholic world besides.” What, no doubt, is meant is, that in all points 
essential to valid ordination according to Scripture, the Church of England 
retains in common with the Church of Rome that which is essential ; but Rome 
has largely added to this, and some at least of these additions were deliberately | 
expunged from the Prayer Book by oar Reformers. ; 
Roman controversialists will have no difficulty in showing that in ‘form a 
and intention” a very distinct change was made by our Reformers in the 
previously-existing ordinal. The delivery to the priest as he was being : 
ordained of the sacramental vessels, with words conveying to him authority to 
offer sacrifice, have been wholly omitted, and if this be not an expression of 
change in “intention,” as it is also in “ form,” it is hard to say what would 
be. The Pope’s Bull makes mention of the absence in the English Ordinal 
of any “clear mention of the sacrifice, of consecration, of the sacerdotiam, | ¢ 
and of the power of consecrating and offering sacrifice,” and, from a Roman 
point of view, pronounces Orders conferred with such omissions in the service 
“absolutely null and utterly void.” This pronouncement is to be welcomed.
